Do you want to go at it all night long?

Meeting Cassandra Danz face to face 
provides irrefutable proof that size definitely 
does not matter. The diminutive gardening 
expert, better known to the world as Mrs. 
Greenthumbs, explodes in a room like a 
neutron bomb of personality (one suspects 
she'd be thirty feet tall, were her body in 
proportion to her persona). Warm, funny and 
thoroughly knowledgeable, Danz _ has 
delighted audiences for years with her 
appearances on Live With Regis and Kathie 
Lee (now Live With Regis and Kelly) and, 
most recently, with a stint on the Salter Street 
Films production of her own show Mrs. 
Greenthumbs. Outlooks caught up with Danz 
recently for an informal chat at the Calgary 
Home & Garden Show. 


Outlooks: Your most recent presentation 
is entitled “Men, Morals and Mulch”—can 
you shed any light on the tie-in between the 
three? 

Danz: Well, I love the title “Men, 
Morals and Mulch”; I think it sums up the 
three interests that I have in life—I don’t 
know about the morals, actually! [Laughs] 
But the men and the mulch are very much of 
interest. 

Outlooks: Two out of three ain’t bad. 
Now, do you ever pay much attention to 
gardening trends or is it more about what 
interests you? 

Danz: It’s definitely something that 
comes from my heart. I know there are 
gardening trends, and | do pay attention to 
them in that I read the magazines and 
literature about it; but, for the most part, I 
don’t think about it so much. I mean, briefly 
there was a big butterfly bush boom. 
[Laughs] And a craze for cannas—big craze 
for cannas; that sort of thing. But I grow all 
of these things in any case because I like 
them. 1 don’t pay that much attention to 
fashion, either—I know you can tell by my 
clothes! 

Outlooks: No - you look fabulous. You 
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Greenthumbs up! 


always look fabulous. 
Danz: Well, okay - but not fashionable! 
Outlooks: Yes, but fashionable is not a 
‘style’ thing. 

Danz: That’s the same thing in 
gardening. Whether it’s a flower or a 
sweater... [Laughs] Or a man! 

Outlooks: Well, now, on the show you 
made use of a very attractive— 

Danz: David! My David! 

Outlooks: Was that just sort of an "I’ve 
got my own show so what the hell?" kind of 


thing? 
Danz: Yes. Yes it was. [Laughs] I 
insisted on it. In fact, what I wanted was 


several young men to help me. I actually 
wanted about five or six, but the budget 
would not allow for that, so I only got one. I 
auditioned them myself—all the young men 
came in from Halifax modelling agencies. I 
felt sort of badly, you know, because I figure, 
as a woman, I wouldn’t want to be judged 
merely on my appearance. But, in this case, 
I said "What the heck?" Appearance was the 
whole point! 


Outlooks: Well, it was your 
show... 

Danz: Exactly! [Laughs] it 
was my show! I tried to get David, 
my assistant, to take off his shirt as 
much as possible on the show, but 
the producer was sort of a Puritan 
and she wouldn’t really let me do as 
much as I would have enjoyed. I 
would have liked him doing the 
whole show assisting me without 
his shirt on at all. 

Outlooks: He certainly would 
have been more comfortable. 

Danz: He would have, that’s 
right! It was warm out there... 
summertime. By all means, I 
thought that would have been much 
better. They put him in a relatively 
modest t-shirt and _ overalls, 
unfortunately. He still shone like 
the jewel that he is. And he’s a 
lovely person, too. 

Outlooks: Oh? 

Danz: Yes. And very intelligent— 
college graduate. [Laughs] As if you care! 
He’s working now in Vancouver, so I guess 
we launched his acting career. I’m not sure 
he really wanted an acting career, but that’s 
what he’s doing right now. 

Outlooks: Will you continue with the 
show in Halifax? 

Danz: I don’t know about this year — 
it’s a big question mark right now. 

Outlooks: But you did enjoy doing the 
show here in Canada, didn’t you? 

Danz: Oh, it was great. First of all, I 
never had my own show before, so that was 
wonderful. They pick you up in the morning, 
they do you up: someone’s doing your hair, 
someone’s doing your makeup. People hand 
you water and tea and - well, it’s great having 
your own show. It was a lot of work, mind 
you - I was in every scene; it wasn’t like 
when I come on for five minutes like on 
Regis’ show. Still, it was only six weeks in 
the summer, so it was okay. 

Outlooks: Did you have to make any 
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adjustments for shooting in a more northern 
climate? 

Danz: Halifax is very similar to where I 
live in upstate New York. Whatever did well 
in my own garden also did well in Halifax. 

Outlooks: Now, you mentioned that this 
year is a big question mark — 

Danz: Yes—you don’t have to rub that 
in! [Laughs] 

Outlooks: Well, if you had the answer to 
the question—to do whatever you wanted to 
do—what would that be? 

Danz: Oh, I’d do a show about how to 
grow—and eat—properly. I’d share all the 
wonderful things that I’ve learned. 

Outlooks: With more men? 

Danz: Definitely with more men! I want 
a chorus line of chorus boys! There’s actually 
a very good ballet troupe, a dance troupe, in 
Halifax and we were going to hire the male 
dancers—with their great bodies—to do my 
show. But they wanted too much money. 

Outlooks: Men are such whores 
sometimes, aren’t they? 

Danz: [Laughs] Well, I think it was 
more ‘cause my salary ate up too much of the 
budget, so I can’t really complain!

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Outlooks: Have you had occasion to 
work with the new girl [soap actress and new 
co-host Kelly Ripa] on Regis? 

Danz: I’ve just met her briefly—I 
haven’t been on since she began in January, 
but I was around. A friend of mine, who’s a 
producer there, called me up and said that my 
favourite actor, Antonio Banderas, was going 
to be on. 

Outlooks: Oh! 

Danz: Yes, oh! Really, it was so 
thrilling. I wasn’t booked on the show, but he 
said it would be okay for me to come and 
hang out. Sol did. The last time he was there 
they told him there was a regular on the show 
who was a big fan of his—I was out of town 
then, in Ottawa, I think—and he had done 
this tape for them saying [affects a Spanish 
accent], “Mrs. Greenthumbs, I know you are 
a great fan; here is a rose...” He did all this 
on tape—and I’ve played it a hundred times! 

Outlooks: [Danz’ husband is hovering in 
the background] Poor Walter’s just standing 
there eating crackers! 

Danz: Oh, he doesn’t care—he does the 


accent, that’s enough for me! When I saw 
[Banderas] I thanked him for doing the tape 
for me. He’s very hot—unbelievably hot! In 
the movies now he’s—all I can say is he’s 
much better looking in real life. So beautiful. 
You don’t see women who are as beautiful. 
He’s just so perfect... And small! All movie 
star guys tend to be slight, with really big 
heads. 

Outlooks: Peanuts 

Danz: Oh! [Laughs] I don’t know about 
that—in my fantasies he’s no peanut! In real 
life he’s graceful—not effeminate at all—that 
lovely ‘movie star’ combination. It was 
heaven to meet him and talk to him. I told the 
producer: “I’ve only been on this stupid show 
for five years, just so I could meet Antonio 
Banderas. But now I’m finished! [Laughs] I 
don’t have to do the show again!”

John Waters is not merely a 
filmmaker... he’s an icon of bad taste. And 
he wears that title with a good deal of pride. 

“Everyone needs a negative artistic 
influence,” he told a packed house of 
adoring minions at the Garneau Theatre in 
Edmonton, where he helped launch the 
annual Local Heroes Indie Film Festival 
last month. “Every kid needs someone bad 
to look up to. I hope I can be that for 
someone here tonight.” 

Then he launched into a long list of 
his early bad influences: filmmakers who 
stretched the boundaries of taste and 
creativity, inspiring a respect in the young 
Waters for the art of going too far. His 
heroes include the likes of William Castle 
and Kroger Babb, notorious for releasing 
gas into a theatre while the movie played, 
inspiring headlines the next day about 
patrons fainting from the shock of his 
films. “I wish I had the nerve to do that 
here tonight,” Waters quipped wryly. 

Refreshingly honest about his 
childhood fixations, he told of his love 
affair with the Wicked Witch of the West. 
“| would dress as her at birthday parties. | 
wanted desperately to have green skin. I 
was the only kid who couldn’t figure out 
why Dorothy wanted to go home to that 
smelly farm and that aunt who dressed 
badly, and leave behind the winged 
monkeys, magic shoes and gay lions 
When she clicked her heels, | cried no!” 

He spoke of the underground film 
scene, and his respect for sex and violence. 
“Andy Warhol put homosexuality and 
drugs together onscreen for the first time.” 

Waters then went through a list of his 
early film experiences, and of course, many 
of the tales had Divine as the main 
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character. The larger-than-life drag queen 
was in all of his early films; it has been said 
that she would do anything he asked. Case 
in point: during the making of Mondo 
Trasho, the two of them drove around 
looking for a pig farm. It was Waters’ 
vision to film Divine crawling through pig 
manure in a gold lamé toreador outfit. The 
fact that the pigs were inspired by Divine’s 
presence to start mating was just a bonus. 

“People look back at those times and 
say to me, ‘You must have been on drugs.’ 
Well, we were!” Then, calling drugs “so 
retro,” he admitted, “I did accidentally 
smoke crack this year. I felt like Whitney 
Houston.” 

On Pink Flamingos: “1 asked Divine 
to shit in a box. She said sure. Could I ask 
Kathleen Turner to do that? Probably not. 
Talk about testing limits. When I showed 
that film to a bunch of prisoners, they said 
“You are f***ed up, man!”” 


On Female Trouble: “I’m against 
capital punishment...I’m afraid I'll get it!” 


On Desperate Living: “Lesbian 
groups stopped it from being shown.” 


On Polyester (Filmed in Odorama): 
“People all over the world paid me money 
to smell s**t! But the big deal was Tab 
Hunter making out with Divine. That was 
the scene that seemed to push people’s 
limits. Someone said to me after seeing 
Polyester, ‘Edith Massey [the Egg Lady in 
Pink Flamingos] either deserves a twenty- 
four-hour nurse or an Oscar.’ When I told 
Edith, she said, ‘I’d like both.”” 

Does he miss Divine? “Of course. 
She had no limits. And my writing has 
changed since she died. Would she have 
been Serial Mom? Probably not. But she 
would’ ve been her neighbour with a bigger 
part.” When casting Hairspray, Waters 
wanted Divine to play both Edna and Tracy 
Turnblad. “The studios always fought me 
when I cast Divine. But if it weren’t for 
Divine, Ricki Lake never would’ve learned 
to walk in heels!” 

“With Hairspray, | accidentally made 
a family movie. The day I got my first PG 
rating I hung my head in shame. Families 
go into the video stores and say ‘We loved 
Hairspray... let’s get another John Waters 
movie.’ Then they rent something like 
Pink Flamingos. They bring it back in 
disgust, saying ‘We got halfway through 
the movie and turned it off.’ That must be 
right about where the singing asshole 
appears.” The audience howled its 
approval, then Waters said smugly, “I’m 
glad I ruined their evening.”

Calgary-born artist John Ferrie is a 
gallery owner’s nightmare. And he 
relishes the distinction. The one-man 
creator, promoter, marketer and lecturer 
produces an astounding three shows a 
year in his Vancouver studio, And he 
owes much of his success to the infamous 
Robson Street riots. In an exclusive 
interview, Outlooks associate publisher 
Bill Brooks spoke with Ferrie from his 
Vancouver studio. 

Outlooks: Vve lost track of time. 
When was it you moved to Vancouver? 

Ferrie: I was studying at the U of C

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and Alberta College of Art and Design 
until 1985. I then moved to the coast to 
attend the Emily Carr College of Art and 
Design and I graduated in 1988. 

Outlooks: What put your art on the 
map? 

Ferrie: Several things. The funniest 
thing is creative people are always 
thinking about the next project they are 
working on, and people are asking about 
the success of something that has already 
happened. One doesn't lay back on one's 
laurels saying, “I’m such a success, [m 
such a success.” One of the things that 
really broke through was the year I did the 
Robson Street banners. I did these banners 
down the ‘famous’ four blocks of Robson 
Street and, three days after they went up, 
riots broke out during the Stanley Cup 
playoffs. My banners were being torn 
down and torched! Friends from around 
the world would call me up saying, “I saw 
your banners being torched on CNN!” I 
thought my life was over at this point. 

Outlooks: You couldn’t ask for better 
ink. 

Ferrie: Absolutely! When the riots 
finished, we put the banners back up, re- 
stiched and cleaned them. At the end of 
the six month run, we took them down 
and did a “little sale,” with proceeds going 
to Loving Spoonful. I pulled up on this 
stormy, freezing cold day in December 
and thought: who are all these people 
lined up outside the studio? If you can 
believe it, we sold 185 banners in eleven 
minutes! I remember thinking that maybe 
I had a little bit of a following! That was 
back in 1994, so from graduating in “88 
and getting my work out, I logged 
seventy-five exhibitions in every hair 
salon, coffee shop and restaurant I could 
get my hands on. After that, I set up my 
own gallery and started producing my 
own exhibitions. The trajectory really 
seemed to change after the Robson Street 
banner phase. 

Outlooks: You are well known for

end of my life, I will understand what 
makes people feel beautiful. When 
people look at my work and get that 
energy, that pulse, and this moment 
@ comes over them ... I just did a giant 
mural for a hospital in Surrey — a 
twenty foot by thirty foot and it’s a 
children’s hospital — I wasn’t 
interested in doing foo-foo bunnies and 
“happy, happy.” People are coming to 
this hospital because they’re stressed. 
But if they look up at this mural and 
take a moment to themselves and think 
“Oh, that is so beautiful — maybe I'll 
be okay.” I’ve often thought if I did 
something really shocking and 
scandalous, maybe my career would 
soar from the controversy. I would 
never do anything my mother wouldn’t 
hang in her home. It’s all about beauty. 
Outlooks: What medium do you 
work in? 
Ferrie: Primarily acrylics, enamel 
paint, powder pigments——anything that 
dries quickly. I paint every day, so I always 
have two or three works on the go. I find 
acrylic paint has the colour, the vibrancy, 
the bright boldness... it dries quickly and it 
doesn’t smell either. 
Outlooks: So, you are obviously a very 
disciplined artist if you paint daily? 
Ferrie: I’ve met other artists who treat 
their career like a job. I 
live in my studio, which 
is also my gallery; it’s a 
twenty-four hour-a-day 
thing, so I’ll wake up at 
three in the morning and 
get at it. The painting 
time is the production 
time. The rest of my life 
is when I’m thinking 
about my artwork. 
Outlooks: Your 
inspiration comes, then, 
from day-to-day life? 
Ferrie: I have 
done artists’ residency 
programs around the 
world. I was on the 
Vicki Gabereau show 
for a week and I kept 
getting a phone call

from this guy asking me to come to Hong 
Kong to paint. Next thing you know, I was 
a guest artist in residence for five weeks in 
Hong Kong. I was invited to Paris to paint 
in a cooking school/chateau for two weeks 
and, last year, I was invited to New York. I 
found with each new place there was a 
phenomenal new world that had been 
opened up to me with different sights, 
sounds, colours, images and just the pulse 
and energy of these places was so diverse. 

Outlooks: Where would you like to be 
in five years? 

Ferrie: Last year, | was received by 
the Governor General of Canada in Ottawa 
for a painting I had donated to Rideau Hall. 
While I was there, I saw the National 
Gallery of Canada. It absolutely blew me 
away! I have seen The Guggenheim in 
Balboa, Spain, The Louvre and The 
Metropolitan. Our National Gallery is a 
phenomenal world class institution, so my 
big goal now is to get my work into the 
National Gallery. 

Outlooks: What advice would you 
give to someone starting out as an artist? 

Ferrie: Get everything in writing! The 
rest of it you will find out on your own. 

Outlooks: What do you love the most 
about your life right now? 

Ferrie: I have a great life right now. 
I'm turning forty this year. I kiss everyday. 
To be alive in this day and age, still having 
good friends, family, a partner for seven 
years— it’s all pretty awesome. I do what I 
love, which is being an artist.

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Opting for gay visibility

A colleague of mine died last week. 
No one reading this would be likely to 
recognize his name. Truth to tell, it took 
a few minutes for me to match his face to 
his name when yet another colleague 
told me of his passing. Both long-time 
employees of the same corporation, our 
paths had crossed but rarely, due in part 
to the fact that I am employed in 
editorial and he had been employed in 
administration and in newspapers that is 
akin to dwelling in parallel universes. 

Add to that the fact that, during his 
time with our employer, I was working 
outside of Toronto and only moved back 
about the same time he retired, almost a 
decade ago. The only reason I knew him 
at all, in fact, was that, post-retirement, 
he would occasionally call me to chat 
about a theatre piece he’d seen that he 
thought deserved my _ professional 
attention. And in view of the fact that he 
was addicted to amateur productions in 
the ‘burbs and I’m charged with 
reviewing professional productions and 
the more central the better, we didn’t 
usually have much of a basis for 
prolonged discourse. 

I don’t remember noticing when he 
quit calling me—about a year ago, if 
memory serves—but it took me a few 
minutes to place the name when a gay 
colleague told me he had died. A few 
hours later, I was leafing through that 
day’s edition of our paper and 
discovered his obit—a suprisingly brief 
offering considering the time he’d spent 
with the paper. Aged seventy-four at his 
death, the deceased was described as “a 
lifelong bachelor” with “a 
passion for theatre, travel 
and movies...” You get the 
idea. 

“T never even knew he 
was gay,” I later confessed, a 
little sheepishly to the friend 
who’d passed on the news 
of his death. 

Happily, my friend’s 
knowledge went a little 
deeper, and what emerged in 
the ensuing conversation 
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Financial Statements 
Trust Account “Audits” 
Consulting 
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was a portrait of a bright, articulate 
professional man who’d made peace 
with his sexuality in his later years. 

Now, it may well be that it had been 
the decision of my late colleague and/or 
his family to word his obit in the way it 
was—to abrogate a significant part of his 
life with the term “lifelong bachelor”— 
which is why I’ve avoided using his 
name here. Even though less than a 
quarter-of-a-century separated us in age, 
this man and I were arguably products of 
different times and different ways. But 
the terminology still offends me, 
rendering as it does, a gay man, all but 
invisible by defining him only in terms 
of a heterosexual world. 

There was a time, sadly not too long 
past, when the gay world courted that 
kind of subterfuge and was complicit in 
it, but that day is hopefully gone forever. 
No longer do we live in a world where 
the broader world can say to us: “Live 
discreetly, draw no attention to yourself, 
keep your nose to the grindstone and, if 
at the end of your life, you have 
offended no one, we will pretend you 
were one of us”. 

And it’s made me all the more 
determined that when the time comes to 
pen my obit, whomever is charged with 
writing it—if indeed anyone—he will 
devalue my life and my family in that 
way at the risk of as much wrath as I can 
muster from beyond the grave. Of 
course, few of us write out own obits, 
which is just one of the reasons why, 
when the papers from Census Canada 
arrive at this house, they will be 
addressed with all possible dispatch and 
leave here post-haste, reflecting the fact 
that we are two gay men who’ve shared 
what they could of their lives with as 
much dignity and pride as we could 
muster. 

As a gay man, I have not asked to 
be invisible. I have asked to be afforded 
to the opportunity to live the life which 
seems most natural to me, harming no 
one, with as much dignity and peace as I 
can find. To render me invisible simply 
because it might make my relatives, my 
employers, my colleagues. or my

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neighbours a little more comfortable 
does me no service at all. 

Born twenty-five years before me, 
my late colleague never had the chance 
to stand up and be counted—and if he’d 
had the chance, maybe he wouldn’t have 
chosen to declare himself so publicly. 

But I have the chance and the right 
to choose—and so do you. Sure, it’s a 
long way from filling out census forms 
to writing obits—but the voyage may not

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From Russia with love

Since the Iron Curtain fell, volumes 
of new information on the Romanovs and 
their horrifying massacre have been 
published: assassins coming forward for 
the first time; the discovery of the royal 
remains in a swamp in the Russian forest; 
the eventual canonization of Nicholas, 
Alexandra, the four Grand Duchesses, and 
the young Czarevich Alexis. All have 
been documented with agonizing 
precision. But the mystery of Rasputin 
and the debate over his powers and their 
origins continue. 

Part of that intrigue is found in the 
record of his final hours at the Moika 
Palace in St. Petersburg: at the hands of 
his assassins, the holy madman lived 
through a beating, three gunshot wounds 
and enough poison to kill several men; he 
finally died when his unconscious body 
was dumped through a hole in the ice of 
the River Neva. And the other part of 
that intrigue is the mystery 
surrounding why Prince Felix 
Yussupov (a crossdressing 
bisexual) and his intimate 
cousin Grand Duke 
Dmitri Pavlovich, 
masterminded such a 
murder in the first 
place. 

Prince Felix 
Yussupov was a 
playboy, a member 
of the wealthiest 
family in Imperial 
Russia. Yussupov’s 
youth was a series 
of adventures that 
constantly tested the 
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dress in women’s clothing. He confesses 
to being a beautiful woman, even drawing 
the lusty attention of the visiting King 
George V of England on one occasion. He 
had a beautiful soprano singing voice, and 
once landed a gig performing folk songs 
at a posh St. Petersburg club. Of course, a 
prince couldn’t be seen slumming like 
that, so he performed in drag, wearing his 
mother’s jewels. The ruse continued until 
a member of the Royals, spying at the 
lovely performer through a set of opera 
glasses, recognized his mother’s priceless 
necklace and reported it to his parents. 
This reckless boy—who had _ no 
demonstrated interest in politics or 
patriotism—was the sole heir to the 
Yussupov fortune. 

And his eyes fell upon Grand Duke 
Dmitri, nephew of Czar Nicholas II, a 
favorite of the Czar and a distant heir to 
the throne. Yussupov’s memoirs candidly 
reveal his fondness for young men. He is 
more guarded about his relationship with 
Dmitri, his cousin who became 

more than just a cousin, if the 
letters and warnings of 
Czarina Alexandra are to 
be believed. She and 
other members of the 
Imperial Family did 
their best to make 
sure Dmitri was 
kept away from the 
influence of the 
playboy prince. 
Felix never 
hid his bisexuality 
from anyone. In 
fact, when he 
finally proposed to 
Grand Duchess Irina, 
the Czar’s niece, it 
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who also loved Irina. As Irina and 


Felix rode away from the train 
station in their luxury coach, 
the last thing they saw was 
Dmitri standing alone on 
the platform, watching 

his love and his lover 
leaving on their 


honeymoon. 

A number of 
Historians have 
long speculated on 
the origins of Felix 
and Dmitri’s 
motives for the 
murder of Rasputin. 


Dmitri kept no 
journals, left very 
few letters behind and 


never again spoke 
the” Wevents of 
December night.

events for the world to see in his memoirs 
a few decades later. It is his version of the 
murder that has been told and retold. He 
was, after all, the only man in the room

But in the history 
books, Yussupov is often 
dismissed as an 

unreliable source. 
Words like ‘fop’ and 
‘homosexual’ and 


‘transvestite’ are 
tossed around as if 
those adjectives 
nullify his role in 
the tale. His first 
hand impressions 
of Rasputin are 
meticulous and 


precise, and yet he is 
reduced to a kind of 
glamorous deus-ex- 
machina: the hysterical 
drag queen who popped 
out of nowhere and took 
down the enemy. No one 
seems to have considered that at 

some point, two powerful queer boys sat 
down and made a pact to do what no 
"real" man in Russia had yet been able to 
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limits of his parents’ 
patience. Arrogant and 
spoiled, he defied 
convention in every way 
he could. One of his favorite 
pastimes as a teenager was to 
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do. 

Yussupov, a political lightweight, 
claims the motives were purely political. 
Rasputin had an unholy influence over the 
Czarina, and Russia was crippled by the 
effects of his self-serving interference in 
political affairs. It would be easy to 
speculate on more personal motives— 
perhaps an affair or a rejection between 
Felix and Dmitri. Maybe Felix used the 
idea of becoming national heroes for 
saving Russia to lure Dmitri back into his 
favours after breaking his heart by 
marrying Irina. Whatever the reason, 
Felix and Dmitri lured Rasputin to the 
Moika Palace on December 17, 1916. 
Cakes and wine were laced with poison, 
shots were fired, beatings took place and a 
still-alive body was tossed in a frozen 
river. 

Rasputin’s death marked a serious 
turn of fortune for Russia: Romanovs 
were hunted down in gory massacres and 
the Imperial Family was eradicated as 


completely as possible. The Revolution 
altered Russia permanently. Felix and 
Dmitri, exiled for the murder, escaped the 
fate of their contemporaries. Their last 
meeting was in London in 1919, two years 
after the murder that started the 
revolution. 

And what became of our two 
colourful historical figures? It’s not nearly 
as exciting as one might think. Dmitri 
became a champagne salesman in 
Switzerland, where he died of 
tuberculosis. Felix and Irina lived in Paris 
until their deaths.

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Educating for equality

Coming out while still at school has 
never been easy, with homophobia still 
quite entrenched among many students, 
parents, teachers and school boards. 
Attitudes of the new generation are 
certainly more tolerant and accepting than 
a few decades ago when I went to school, 
but systemic repression lives on. 

Consider the bad news here: the case 
of teacher Gale M’Lot, a lesbian teacher in 
Winnipeg who, in 1995, asked her school 
board if it would be okay to let students 
know she is a lesbian at an appropriate 
“teachable moment.” M’Lot had no 


intention of forcing lesbian facts down 
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young throats: she merely noticed that 
straight colleagues often gave out personal 
information about themselves, their 
spouses and their children. Her aim was 
simply, at the appropriate moment, to let 
students know the world has many diverse 
relationships. 

Assiniboine South School Division 
refused permission, even though she had 
gone through all the right channels. She 
had to stay in the closet, but her union and 
the Manitoba Teachers’ Society filed a 
grievance. Arbitrators found M7’Lot’s 
teaching contract was silent on this issue so 
were unable to order the school board to 
change its edict. 

However, the Manitoba Court of 
Queen’s Bench ordered a new hearing and 
said the case could be grieved. The school 
board appealed that ruling and won. Ms 
M’Lot and her union appealed to the 
Supreme Court but, on March Ist, it 
announced it would not hear the case. The 
courts haven’t helped, so M/’Lot is 
considering a formal complaint to the 
Manitoba Human Rights Commission. If 
straight colleagues can discuss their 
domestic and marital arrangements on the 
job, why cannot she, provided it is in an 


educational context and 
proseletyzing? 

That’s the bad news from school: 
school board one, lesbian teacher zero. 

Now let’s turn to. brighter things and 
the courage of a seventeen-year-old student 
named Vanessa Borton, an energetic, 
outgoing Grade 12 student who attends 
Garden City Collegiate. She has won a 
hockey scholarship and hopes in a year or 
two to study at the University of Maine. 
She will remain in high school here next 
year to pick up some extra qualifications. 
Vanessa came out to herself in Grade 11, 
and she has now founded the very first 
gay/straight club in any Winnipeg high 
school. It is thriving and has the blessing of 
her parents, friends, teachers and the school 
counsellor. 

“T was very fortunate because my 
family and friends accepted my coming out 
very well,” Borton says. “But I am quite 
outgoing and I knew there were people in 
school who were terribly introverted and 
not comfortable about coming out. I 
wanted to make it easier for them because 
it can be very hard in high school if you’re 
gay or lesbian.” 

She started her gay/lesbian/straight 
club four months ago and got help from 
Winnipeg’s Rainbow Resource Centre and 
from a University of Winnipeg LGBT 
group. She also had help from two women 
who had tried without success to start a 
similar group at River East Collegiate back 
in 1997. 

“We made big laminated posters and 
put them up all over the school,” says 
Borton. “We also got rainbow flags, Pride 
posters and lots of lesbigay literature, 
which is prominently displayed in our 
meeting room.” 

She made it very clear that straight 
students as well as gay ones were included 
in membership and, at the first meeting, ten 
people showed up—half gay and half 
straight.

The school principal wasn’t exactly 
brimming with enthusiasm for the new 
club, but raised no objections. That was a 
sensible move, since many teachers openly 
supported the club as a _ valuable 
educational tool. 

The club has its own meeting room 
next to the counselling area and, so far, it 
has held discussions on coming out and 
homophobia. 

“We also rent educational films on 
gay or lesbian topics as well as movies that 
are just entertaining,” Borton says. “About 
half the students who show up are gay and 
half are not.” 

They meet every second Friday and 
have now sent faxes to other schools in the 
area, encouraging them to set up their own 
clubs to improve communication and 
understanding between the gay and straight 
worlds. Kelvin High School has an 
organization called the Multi School 
Diversity Group, which deals with many 
issues (including race) and Borton’s club 
attends its meetings to discuss 
homophobia. She has also given a 
workshop on the subject at Gordon Bell 
High School. 

“J haven’t run into a serious problem 
with homophobia in my own school but it 
certainly exists in other schools, and that’s 
what we’re trying to change,” she says. “T 
think every high school should have a 
group like ours.” 

So far her meetings have attracted 
more gay male students than lesbian ones, 
but the straight-gay balance is a healthy 
one. At a time in history when bullying 
and misunderstanding can all too often lead 
to serious violence, it is encouraging to 
know that young people on both sides are 
working to make a difference. Clearly such 
groups as the one started by Vanessa 
Borton are a step in the right direction. 

Eventually Borton hopes to start a 
career as a firefighter or policewoman. 

“T like the social work area, too, but I 
am very outgoing and need a job that’s 
physical rather than just sitting at a desk,” 
she says. 

With the savvy she’s shown so far, she 
should go a long way.

I don’t think I can even count the 
number of times I have dragged home a 
disappointing video based solely on its 
shelf appeal. It was then, of course, a 
happy surprise to discover that the oh-so- 
appealing exterior of Latin Boys Go To 
Hell still had a fair amount to offer within. 

A recent addition to the shelves of 
Casablanca Video’s 4th Street store, Latin 
Boys was actually released in 1997 on an 
understandably minimal indie scale. Pity. 
Despite a number of obvious flaws— 
primarily the result of budget constraints— 
this caliente video dish is surprisingly 
tasty. There is a charming clumsiness to 
this film that gives it a certain edge, an 
unselfconscious enthusiasm for storytelling 
that erases (or, at very least, fades) a 
number of black marks against it. 

Justin (Irwin Ossa) is a Mexican 
youth living at home and struggling with 
his sexuality. The conflicting feelings he 
experiences are further complicated when 
his attractive cousin Angel (John Bryant 
Davila), moves from Chicago to New York 
to live with Justin’s family. Add to this an 
unavoidably problematic triangle between 
Justin and two lovers (Alexis Artiles as 
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Braulio and Mike Ruiz as Carlos) and you 
have all the makings of a tawdry daytime 
drama. Oops—have I said too much? 

Much of Latin Boys’ success can be 
attributed to Ela Troyano, who plays his 
directorial hand as fast and loose as he 
possibly can. Think of him as a bit of a 
poor man’s Almodovar. Throughout his 
film, Troyano takes classic (if that’s the 
term) components of "low brow" and 
elevates them as if they were high art. In 
nearly every scene, elements of kitsch are 
used to garnish the set like colourful 
sprinkles on a cookie, and clowns, roses 
and skeletons figure prominently in the 
director’s portfolio of favoured imagery. 
Corny music and campy soap opera clips 
are also used to underscore the action, 
resulting in an end-product that is nothing 
short of a lurid, Technicolour melodrama. 
As guilty pleasures go, it’s delicious. 

The appeal, however, does not stop 
there. Troyano really manages to capture 
the tension and uncertainty of his lead 
character’s coming-out process. He also 
scores points with his depiction of club 
culture, a kaleidoscopic blur that perfectly 
reflects the city’s noisy sexual hunting 
grounds. Even beyond the nocturnal chaos, 
Latin Boys is less a structured movie than a 
series of murky vignettes that play out like 
memories recollected. The film’s sexually 
charged moments are decidedly soft core, 
but still retain an exciting, dirty quality 


thanks to low production values and 
frenetic editing. The opening scene may 
raise more than just a smile in some— 
suffice it to say that Yorick and Hamlet 
never had it so good... 

For the most part, while these Latin 
boys prove that they are indeed capable of 
going to Hell, it’s doubtful that any of them 
will ever go to the Oscars—at least not in 
the roles of nominees. Nonetheless, they 
all manage to pull this one off. Latin Boys 
Go To Hell is an unassuming and enjoyable 
little flick that delivers its camp with a sly 
nod and a knowing wink. Serve this one 
with milk and cookies with plenty of 
sprinkles.

This past February, the City of 
Edmonton Archives completed 
cataloging the twenty-seven boxes of 
paper records, correspondences, photos 
and videos that make up the GALA (Gay 
and Lesbian Awareness) Collection-an 
invaluable historical record of gay and 
lesbian life in the capital city over the 
past forty years. The gay archive list of 
documented items spans some twenty- 
three pages and took nearly two years to 
compile. It is now being made available 
for the queer community and the general 
public, to view. 

The GALA Collection may strike 
many in the queer community (let alone 
the straight-city proper) as a surprise. 
Where did it come from? Actually, it’s a 
project that has roots that go back more 
than a decade, when Walter Caveleri— 
then the head of GATE (Gay Alliance 
Toward Equality)—left Edmonton for 
Toronto and packaged up many of the 
documents related to that organization 
and sent them to the National Gay 
Archives in ‘Toronto. That 
documentation got many people in the 
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local community, including Edmonton 
City Councillor Michael Phair and 
prominent lesbian activist Maureen 
Irwin, discussing the need to catalogue 
all aspects of the Edmonton gay and 
lesbian scene and keep such an archive 
local. 

“In 1993 or ‘94, as part of Pride 
week, a couple of people started working 
on a display about gay and lesbian 
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history in the city,” notes Michael Phair. 
“There were a number of things in the 
display, including a match box from the 
old Pisces spa, and photos going back 
some twenty years. People were asked 
to bring stuff, and in the end, all the 
material was collected together in boxes- 
twenty-five or twenty-six in total!” 

Maureen Irwin also saw the need to 
collect not just a history of Edmonton’s 
queer social world, but the political life 
as well—considerable foresight on her 
part since many of the key battles for gay 
rights in Alberta continue to be fought in 
the province’s capital city. Irwin pulled 
together a large amount of the political 
material in the archive, including 
correspondences, notes and records 
about the GALA group itself. 

The early days of collecting in 
1993—when photos, newspapers, and 
paraphernalia brought fond recollections 
and memories of people and events that 
no longer were around—turned into 
questions about what to do with the 
boxes of material after Pride was over. 

“We needed a long-term solution as 
to what to do with all the material that 
had been collected,” Phair says. “So I

Two people at the City of 
Edmonton, Bruce Ibsen and Kathy 
Ivany, were responsible for archiving the 
GALA Collection. They spent two years 
cataloguing the boxes and providing a 
summary of contents. That summary is 
as important and wide-ranging as it is 
eclectic and endearing. The archive 
contains correspondences, financial 
statements, minutes, surveys, 
newsletters and constitutions of groups 
like GATE, GALA and the AIDS 
Network from the 1970s and ‘80s— 
invaluable information for anyone 
seeking to research the history of 
Edmonton’s response to such issues as 
AIDS and discrimination. There is also 
information on the founding and growth 
of the Vocal Minority Music Society, 
clippings and news reports pertaining to 
the local and international gay and 
lesbian scenes, and pamphlets and 
guides to various gay conferences and 
festivals outside of Edmonton that date 
back to the First Gay Rights Conference 
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in Quebec City in 1973. 

In the way of newspapers and 
newsletters, the archive contains the 
usual sprinkling of early editions of The 
Advocate, Toronto’s Xtra/, and 
publications from Chicago, New York 
and London. But more impressive is the 
significant number of lesser-known local 
publications that have come and gone 
over the years. The GALA Collection 
has over forty different magazines and 
newsletters in the archive, from early 
editions of Edmonton’s Womanspace 
News (1982-1994) and Outword (a short- 
lived gay magazine for which this writer 
wrote about seven years ago), to Strong 
Lives/Strong Communities (an AIDS 
Calgary publication). 

There are also extensive newspaper 
clipping files on various personalities— 
some gay, some not, some local, some 
not. These range from Toller Cranston 
and Jerry Fallwell to Brad Fraser and 
k.d. lang. 

And, finally, there is Box 25, my 
favourite because it’s the pot pourri of 
the archive. There are taped interviews, 
from the Flaunting It! Conference in 
1990, with Fil Fraser (then head of 
Alberta’s Human Rights commission) 
and Evelyn Kaller. There are slides and 
photos of all those handsome guys from 
the old Roughnecks sports teams. There 
are t-shirts from Gay Men’s Outreach, 
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GALOC and ‘92 Pride. 

As with the best archives, the GALA 
collection is a living and constantly 
evolving history that is progressing. 
Michael Phair stresses that the collection 
is still missing information, particularly 
material prior to the mid-’70s. 

“The collection still needs help 
from people who’ ve been involved in the 
community for some time. We need 
material from the early days of GATE 
[Gay Alliance Toward Equality] and old 
Club 70 records or keepsakes.” 

People with material from or 
knowledge of gay life in Edmonton in 
the ‘60s or before should get in touch 
with the City of Edmonton Archives (see 
contact information at the end of this 
article) if they have anything they would 
like to donate-from photos to posters to 
recorded interviews. 

Meanwhile, access to the collection 
itself, if you have any specific research 
you'd like to do or just want a trip down 
memory lane, still requires permission. 

There are some nagging fears that 
documents might be destroyed or 
damaged by those less than sympathetic 
to gay issues, and so access to the 
archive is still being channeled through 
Michael Phair’s office. He is hopeful 
that unlimited access will be available in 
the very near future.

Later this year, as summer draws to an 
end, the beginning of an exciting new 
chapter in Canadian cultural history will 
take place. When it launches, PrideVision 
will be the first gay-specific television 
network in North America—even, by many 
accounts, the only one of its kind in the 
entire world. Media veteran Jennifer 
Smith, the network’s Executive Vice- 
president and Chief Strategic Officer, is 
charged with the task of giving this bold 
new venture its wings. Outlooks caught up 
with Smith over the phone, from 
PrideVision’s headquarters in Toronto, to 
get the low-down on her broadcast vision. 


Outlooks: How exciting is it to be 
involved with this whole project? 


Smith: Well, the most exciting thing 
about it is there’s no blueprint—it’s the first 
network of its kind in North America. 
What’s exciting is that thirty-five years ago 
the first broadcast license was applied for 
in our community—it’s taken thirty-five 
years to get the license. And the best part 
about it is that the CRTC in Canada was the 
first government body to take the chance 
and say, “You know what? It’s time.” 


Outlooks: That’s remarkable. 


Smith: It is. Not only is it exciting 
from the standpoint that this is the first of 
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A proud vision 


its kind and there’s no blueprint and we’re 
creating some incredible energies here in 
doing this, but we should be extremely 
proud that it was Canada that made the 
decision first. I’m quite patriotic obviously 
about my community, but also about the 
fact that this came from Canada first and 
not the U.S. That says a lot about how 
liberal our country is, how open and, really, 
how amazing it is to be a gay person in 
Canada. I’m only saying that because my 
wife is American and I know the nuances 
of it. By all accounts the most exciting 
thing is that this is a national network and a 
category one license—which is incredible. 
There is no place I’d rather be than here at 
PrideVision and I feel absolutely blessed to 
be a part of it. It’s an extraordinary part of 
pioneering history. 


Outlooks: | think this all fits with our 
international profile as far as equal rights 
are concerned—common-law status, for 
example. There are things people take for 
granted in Canada and they don’t realize 
how fortunate we are when compared with 
other countries. 


Smith: Oh, yeah. One of the other 
parts of that as it relates to a broadcast 
entity is the fact that there is incredible 
talent out there in our gay community— 
from a production standpoint, a writing 
standpoint—and now this incredible talent 
pool has a place to deliver and show the 
world their talents. One of the best parts 
about all this is that the moms and the 
grandmothers and the aunts and the uncles 
can come to this network, watch it and 
understand something about gay history or 


understand their gay children’ or 
grandchildren. It’s an __ incredible 
opportunity. 


Outlooks: When can we expect to see 
PrideVision hit the airwaves? 


Smith: September Ist, 2001. 


Outlooks: That’s fantastic. Now, you 
mentioned not having a blueprint to work 
with; what sort of challenges do you think 
must be dealt with in terms of a gay 
demographic? It’s a niche market but there 
are so many distinct elements under that 
one umbrella term. 


Smith: Well, I mean look, let’s face it: 
there are several sub-groups within this 
demographic; whether we’re talking about 
leather or ‘lipstick lesbian’ versus ‘dyke,’ 
you know? There are a lot of specific 
demographic profiles within the gay 
community and our focus is really to 
encapsulate the entire community. What I 
mean by that is programming the network 


to be an inclusionary one. The 
documentary strands that we’ll be doing 
will address things like seniors, leather, gay 
white males, gay Hispanic males... What 
we're really trying to do is make it clear 
that this is an inclusionary network and we 
want to attract all of the sub-groups, 
because the gay community is the gay 
community. It may look a little different in 
some of its various genres and we want to 
respect that. We want to say to the wider 
gay community that this is an inclusionary 
network and we will focus very hard on 
doing that. 


Outlooks: That can be a considerable 
challenge. 


Smith: Yes. And let’s face it: day one 
we're going to make mistakes. We’re 
going to ask questions. We’re going to 
participate in feedback and focus groups 
and advisory boards to make sure that we 
get it right. It will be a progression: day 
one we’re not going to show up and be 
perfect. But we’re going to say to the 
community, “You know what? We’re not 
perfect, but we’re building this thing. And 
because there’s no blueprint, help us build 
it.” We’re going to ask for feedback via 
our website or have people call us on our 1- 
800 number and tell us what they want to 
see. 


Outlooks: Show me any network that 
launches flawlessly. 


Smith: Exactly. I’ve never seen one. 
And this will be the fourth network that 
I’ve launched and I’ve never seen it 
happen. 


Outlooks: Well, aren’t you a dream? 
That leads perfectly into my next question: 
can you tell me a little bit about your 
background and how your qualifications 
lead to this position at PrideVision? 


Smith: I’ve been in broadcasting now 
for thirteen years and my life in 
broadcasting stems from both radio and 
television. Most recently I was part of the 
group that launched CTV’s independent 
station called Vancouver Television, which 
is now the affiliate for CTV in the 
Vancouver marketplace. I was also 
involved in launching the western division 
of Sportsnet, Comedy Network and OLN 
[Outdoor Life Network]. Prior to that, I 
was involved with Standard Broadcasting 
and worked with Z-95 and CISL in 
Vancouver in marketing, sales, promotion 
and new business development. Before 
that I was at Rogers Broadcasting group 
and worked with KISS FM and their 
country station. I also enjoyed some time 


at the Globe & Mail. So I guess you could 
say that I’m a full media professional. 


Outlooks: Whew! It’s kind of like that 
line on Kids In The Hall: “lesbians get a lot 
done in a day!” 


Smith: [Laughs] They sure do! What 
lead me to PrideVision was that I built a 
web portal called Rainbow Connections— 
kind of like a gay-friendly Yahoo! They 
found out about this because I’d won a 
business plan competition with an Internet 
incubator and there was press on it. 
[PrideVision] called me, they met me, they 
looked at the portal and said, “This is 
incredible—we want to buy it and we want 
you to be our executive vice-president—do 
you want it?” And I said, “Yeah—as a 
lesbian, as a woman, as a broadcaster and 
as an entrepeneur, I’m all over this!” So 
that’s how we met each other. 


Outlooks: And the rest is going to be 
history! Now, what sort of schedule cycle 
are you going to undertake in the first year 
or so? 


Smith: What we’re going to do is a 
block of programming and it will be 
repeated three to four times. Most 
specialty networks do that: they acquire a 
block of programming and repeat and 
recycle it. As a national network you have 
to do that because you’re addressing 
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different time zones. We’re in the process 
right now of doing our program 
acquisitions, so I can’t say if it’ll be a six- 
hour or an eight-hour wheel ‘cause we’re 
not there yet. We’ll probably know in the 
next thirty to sixty days. 


Outlooks: Are you sourcing original 
material from the gay artistic community 
right now? 


Smith: We put a call for submissions 
out to the community about sixty days ago 
and we received tons of material. We also 
put an ad in Playback magazine, which is 
the broadcaster’s tabloid paper and 
received tons and tons of submissions. It’s 
a pleasure to see how much talent we have 
—I mean, I always suspected it, but now 
that there’s a platform for it. It’s amazing. 


Outlooks: What sort of ratio are you 
looking at in terms of Canadian content 
requirements. 


Smith: The Canadian content 
commitment from a CanCon perspective— 
which is six a.m. ‘til midnight—will be 
sixty-five percent; primetime—which is 
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six p.m. to midnight—will be fifty percent 
Canadian. And we’ll hit it 


Outlooks: What types of shows can we 
expect to see on PrideVision? 


Smith: Oh, to give you a sense of that, 
we're going to be doing feature movies, 
documentaries, arts programming, 
international film, comedy, some various 
genres of ‘talk’... 
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Outlooks: Do you think that, because 
the network will be on digital cable, the 
rental or purchase of a converter box will 
be a hindrance to the number of subscribers 
you'll get? 


Smith: I think the reality behind 
digital is more from a perspective of, 
“What does the consumer want?” If a 
consumer sees value in a_ service, 
regardless of what platform it comes in, 
they'll say, “I want this.” Satellite is a 
good example of this. If we put the right 
programming on the screen we don’t think 
itll be a hindrance. As a digital 
broadcaster, we have a responsibility to to 
make sure we add value—and | think 
PrideVision is going to add significant 
value to the whole digital service because 
it’s never been done before. People are 
anxious. People are curious. The level of 
participation we’ve seen so far in the 
community has been phenomenal. We 
think that there is going to be enough value 
with our schedule that it will definitely 
draw some eyeballs. 


Outlooks: Will subscribers be able to 
sign up just for PrideVision or will it be 
part of a larger package? 
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Smith: We’re still examining those 
issues with the cable companies at this 
time. But because we’re a category one we 
see the reality of being able to be offered 
within the tier package and we think it’s 
important. We want it to be inclusionary. 
Getting back to the whole philosophy, the 
vision of the network is that we want 
everyone to be able to participate. We’re 
still in the process of negotiating but we 
think it makes sense to be offered in the 
bundle.

Japan. Land of the rising sun. A 
country behind a veil of mystery, where 
silence speaks to the spirit and what is left 
unsaid is often more important than words. 
Yeah, right! 

The Japan of today bears little 
resemblance to the Eastern mystical 
idealization we in North America have 
fixed in our heads. A single phrase that 
would characterize the greater Tokyo 
metropolitan area: sensory overload. A 
more enrapturing, arousing, awe-inspiring, 
overwhelming, claustrophobic experience 
you will not find anywhere else in the 
world. 

The “real” Japan is a place of 
contradiction and extremes. Here is one of 
the world’s leading industrial, commercial 
nations, yet even in downtown Tokyo you 
will find centuries-old buildings nestled 
between skyscrapers. It creates an eerie 
juxtaposition of old and new which 
reminds you that barely more than a 
century has passed since Japan left its 
feudal era. From the moment you step off 
the plane, you experience a barrage of 
recordings and signs; you are literally 
bombarded with information. Everything 
from instructions on how to correctly 
mount the escalator, to subtitles offering 
the names of songs and celebrities in TV 
commercials. The hoards of people on 
public transit have not been exaggerated in 
the North American media; god forbid you 
try to take the Tokaido Line at rush hour 
(and, if by chance you do, be sure to 
position your arms comfortably before you 
get on, ‘cause you won’t have the 
opportunity to move them until you get 
off). 

Life in Tokyo is fast paced and 
chaotic. Yet, at the most unexpected 
moments, in the most unlikely places, the 
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chaos will eject you into somewhere 
spacious and quiet—a grove of trees, a tiny 
Shinto shrine, a deserted alleyway; 
somewhere where you can actually see the 
sky with the red Japanese sun setting over 
Mt. Fuji—and it will take your breath 
away. That is when the silence speaks to 
your spirit. Because the cacophony has 
become so entrenched in your psyche, its 
release can be as powerfully stimulating as 
the noise itself. 

Japan is an intimidating experience 
for _travellers—particularly _ budget 
travellers who are intent on spending as 
little money as possible. Remember 
“little” is relative. When I lived in Japan, I 
wouldn’t have dreamed of leaving the 
house with less than ¥5000 ($50, give or 
take) in my pocket or I might not have 
gotten home. The good news is that there 
is absolutely no tipping! Even cab drivers 
give change. It is possible, however, to 
survive without a tour group by employing 
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a little perseverance and determination. 
Especially in the urban areas where it’s not 
hard to find English signs and English 
speakers. 

Accommodation is by far the biggest 
concern—an off-season room in a mid- 
range hotel is going to run you $120 per 
night easily. And get rid of your Western 
standards of size; that room will be big 
enough for two people, but they'll be 
tripping over each other. Your best bet is to 
look for a ryoukan or minshuku, which are 
more traditional-style Japanese dormitories 
/ inns for travellers. Although quality 
varies to a ridiculous degree, the facilities 
are shared and you sleep on futons on the 
floor; they are typically more spacious and 
provide a more authentic experience for 
about half the price. Guidebooks are also 
an absolute must for travel in Japan. 

Food is much less of a concern as long 
as you’re somewhat open-minded. Many 
of the smaller places are on par with 
Canadian standards and, thankfully, there is 
a Japanese tradition of highly visual 
menus. Often there are full-size models in 


the restaurant windows. You might not 
always know what you’re getting, but 
chances are it'll be excellent. Even 
inexpensive convenience store food is of 
top quality, so if sustenance came to that, 
you could survive on it (I did for nearly two 
years!). 

That being said, the prices at nicer 
restaurants serving Japanese delicacies 
(like sushi and sukiyaki) begin to go up 
exponentially, so make sure to note some 
of the prices on the way in. By and large, 
the biggest consumption expense will be 
beverages. Soft drinks are rare in 
restaurants: a cup of coffee can go for 
upwards of $5, and you can expect to pay 
$10-$15 for beer. In fact, the drinks at 
McDonald’s are more expensive than the 
hamburgers. 

One final tip: bring cash. Credit cards 
are only accepted at really big chain stores 
and traveller’s cheques can only be cashed 
through an incredibly drawn-out process at 
a bank (and some department stores). 
Japan is still primarily a cash society—it 
was only just recently that direct-deposit 
overtook monthly wads of cash as the 
preferred method of salary payment, and 
rent and monthly bills are still typically 
paid in cash. If you’re worried about 
carrying around large amounts of money, 
don’t be. Your only danger of losing it is 
from dropping it carelessly yourself (in 
which case, you might even get it back), or 
from the other people in your tour group. 
Petty crime is practically non-existent, 
even in the seedier areas of Tokyo. 

Gay life in Japan is, well... different. 
There has not been the same historical 
religious opposition to homosexuality that 
we see in North America and other Judeao- 
Christian dominated countries. In fact, 
homosexuality was accepted and 
somewhat expected during the days of the 
samurai. In that respect, unlike North 
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America, it enjoys a certain degree of 
cultural acceptance. Also unlike North 
America, it is extremely taboo. It exists. 
Everyone knows it exists. No one 
acknowledges that it exists. This is 
because, although there is no particular 
animosity towards homosexuality, there is 
a strong cultural emphasis on family and 
conformity—and homosexuals don’t fit

well into that societal norm. Consequently, 
the gay community remains underground 
and many within it are very often married. 
It also seems that “homosexual” in Japan is 
equivalent to “homosexual male.” The 
status of women’s rights in Japan is 
complicated, but in general conservative, 
so it isn’t really surprising that the official 
position seems to be that lesbians don’t 
exist. 
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technically the second largest city in Japan 
at around 3 million people. I say 
“technically” because the boundaries exist 
only on maps—Yokohama Station to 
Tokyo Station is a fifteen-minute train ride 
through undistinguishable urban sprawl 
that spans yet another city, Kawasaki. 
Despite the size of Yokohama, the scope of 
its gay resources included one bookstore, 
one theatre and two “snackbars” that were 
so well hidden that I only found one of 
them after nearly four hours of searching. 

The moral of this tale? Go to Tokyo, 
where there is at least a reasonably sized 
gay neighborhood with an assortment of 
gay shops and clubs. The district is called 
“Shinjuku Ni Chome” (knee cho-may) and 
is a section of one of Tokyo’s largest 
commercial areas, Shinjuku. Don’t even 
think of trying to get there without a map 
and explicit directions. You haven’t 
experienced the overwhelming immensity 
of Tokyo until you’ve walked out of one of 
Shinjuku Station’s forty-some-odd exits 
and traversed a crosswalk the width of an 
eight-lane highway with ten thousand other 
people. Over a million people a day pass 
through Shinjuku Station; it spans several 
city blocks and it’s easy to get lost. 

The rest of gay Japan outside of 
Tokyo is similarly well hidden, especially 
if you don’t speak or read Japanese. I have 
heard rumours that Nagoya, Japan’s fourth 
largest city, has a really vibrant and more 
open gay community, although not having 
been there myself, it’s hard to compare. 

Fortunately, there are better ways to 
occupy your time than clubbing with the 
boys: namely sightseeing and shopping. If 
you’re staying in the Kanto region (around 
Tokyo) don’t miss a day trip to Kamakura, 
about forty-five minutes down the coast. 
It’s the Kanto’s most culturally and 
historically important city, and home to 
dozens of ancient shrines and temples, as 
well the second largest Buddha in Japan. If 
you’re looking for “old” Japan, this is 
where you'll find it. 

If you have the time and the money, 
get away from the Kanto and visit some of 
the other major cities in Japan: Sapporo, 
Kyoto, Osaka, Nara, Hiroshima... Every 
city in the country is a completely different 
world, each with their own. style, 
architecture, historical significance and 
local culture (the Japanese are really big on 
local culture!). At times, the diversity 
makes it hard to believe that they are 
geographically as close to each other as

North America (the Japanese government 
has a three-year moratorium on the export 
of new technology). There is nothing in 
the world of gadgetry you can’t find in 
Japan—and you'll find it in a wide 
assortment of personalized colours. 

Whatever image you have of Japan, 
whether it be from Shogun or Pokémon, I 
guarantee you it is incomplete. It’s not a 
really tourist friendly—rather, non- 
Japanese tourist friendly—place, but it is 
well worth the effort and the cost to visit. 
It’s like nowhere else in the world. And 
that’s why we travel, now, isn’t it?

Before I get into the review of this 
recent release from writer/director Greg 
Berlanti, I must first admit to a bit of 
musical ignorance. Until it was pointed 
out otherwise, I was initially under the 
impression (wishful thinking, perhaps?) 
that the lyrics to the hit Our Lady Peace 
song were actually “Superman’s gay.” 
Oops. Still, it has a nice ring to it, don’t 
you think? Perhaps the closest thing 
we'll ever get to this faster-than-a- 
speeding-bullet flight of fancy is The 
Broken Hearts Club, a cute little homo 
flick starring Dean Cain of television’s 
Lois & Clark: the New Adventures of

Billed prominently as a “romantic 
comedy,” the film follows the dynamics 
of friendship within a group of close- 
knit—if perhaps a bit ascerbic—gay men 
living in Los Angeles. At the time of its 
theatrical release, The Broken Hearts 
Club came under some fairly vocal 
criticism from some members of the gay 
press, primarily for being too light- 
hearted and not delivering a profound 
enough message. The question of why 
such a star-studded big screen vehicle 
was “wasted” on “fluff’ was loudly 
asked on more than one occasion. The 
funny thing was that, try as I might, I 
just could not find a sub-heading in the

romantic comedy genre that addressed 

so unforgiveable an_ infraction... 

Perhaps the more important question the 

critics should have asked themselves 
s, “Why is this so important to us?” 

The bottom line is The Broken 
Hearts Club is a sweet, enjoyable little 
movie. Period. It offers the viewer 
some good laughs and some very nice 
moments. In doing so, it also manages 
to put a few worthwhile ideas “out there” 
for us to consider, should we decide to 
participate. Rather than hurling 
revelations out at the viewer like so 
many profound neutron bombs, director 
Berlanti keeps his emotional cards close 
to the cuff, subtly dropping little truths 
and proposals out like scented 
handkerchiefs. The cumulative effect of 
this strategy is much heavier—and more 
effective—than some people will give 
the movie credit for. 

His characters are well-drawn and 
enjoyable—even the most 
unsympathetic is allowed an opportunity 
or two to shine. In one scene, the 
characters discuss “the cinema canon” of 
gay men, a predictable bunch consisting 
of “noble suffering AIDS victims, the 
friends of noble suffering AIDS victims, 
compulsive sex addicts, common street 
hustlers and stylish confidants to 
lovelorn women.” Fortunately, none of 
The Broken Hearts Club boys falls into 
these—or any other—clichéed 
categories. Berlanti works his 
stereotypes rather than fall victim to 
them, and does so with his tongue 
planted firmly in cheek. He strikes a 
balance between entertainment and 
reality, employing such elements as 
Frasier’s John Mahoney in drag purely 
for sympathetic comic effect. 

The director has also scored with a 
very talented and appealing cast. 
Mahoney’s ease with playing a well- 
aged homosexual is a delight to watch, 
and Billy Porter (as the dumped boy- 
diva Taylor) demonstrates the true 
meaning of the old adage “there are no 
small parts...” 

With Broken Hearts Club, Greg 


Berlanti has not managed to purge all the 
ills of the cinematic gay ghetto. To do so 
would be a monumental and near- 
impossible task. What he has managed 
to do is deliver an entertaining little gem 
of a film that at least breaks some new 
ground in the world of big screen homos. 
For right now, that’s good enough for 
me.

Discussion and debate are important 
in any issue. Outlooks newspaper and 
the Men’s Project partner to bring you 
this page every month for the very 
purpose of discussion around the issues 
of men’s health. It is very important that 
various points of view are expressed and 
represented, because the more 
information we have, the better able we 
are to make informed choices. It is also 
crucial that accurate and beneficial 
information be made available to all, so 
that we each have the power to make our 
own decisions.

The Durban Declaration 


For more than ten years there have 
been those who believe that HIV does not 
cause AIDS or that AIDS treatments are 
poisons that actually cause the disease 
themselves. Many of these "denialist" 
theories are rooted in the concept that 
AIDS is really caused by "unhealthy" 
lifestyle choices or poverty, and not by a 
virus that attacks an individual’s immune 
system. 

While these ideas have not received 
much support in North America—where 
individuals generally have access to 
treatments and we have been relatively 
successful in preventing the spread of 
HIV—they may have lead to a number of 
people who subscribe to these notions 
putting their lives at risk by rejecting all 
medical advice and treatment. These 
ideas may also prompt people to take 
risks that could lead to HIV infection. 
Our fatigue with dealing with HIV makes 
these theories very attractive—wouldn’t 
it be nice to not have to worry about 
AIDS? 

Unfortunately, the answers aren’t 
that easy. Telling people that poor living 
choices are a factor in the cause of AIDS 


is a leap in logic. Healthy choices are 
important to the lives of everyone, 
including those infected with HIV. 
Living well by eating well, staying active 
and being careful has helped many HIV- 
positive individuals live healthy lives, 
but that does not negate the fact that the 
virus is attacking their immune systems. 
It is illogical to assume that HIV is 
harmless simply because we don’t have 
all the answers. 

For example, no credible source will 
say that smoking doesn’t cause cancer, 
even though some people have lived to 
old age despite the fact that they smoked 
every day. The fact that your 
grandmother smoked a pack a day and 
lived to be ninety does not make you 
think that smoking is harmless. How is 
this different? 

Those who believe in denialist 
concepts do pose some genuine 
challenges to theories about HIV’s role in 
the development of immune suppression. 
The science of HIV research is still 
young, and many questions about HIV 
remain unanswered. To the mainstream 
research community these questions 
represent opportunities for further 
research, while denialists see evidence of 
fraud or conspiracy. 

In response to growing concern 
about denialist influences on health 
policy, over 5,000 researchers and 
physicians signed the Durban 
Declaration, which provides a point-by- 
point rebuttal of the arguments presented 
by denialists. | You can read this 
document online in its entirety at 
www.durbandeclaration.com. 

Some of the statements of the 
declaration include: 

In the lab, HIV infects the exact 
type of white blood cell that becomes

depleted in persons with AIDS. 

Drugs that block HIV 
replication in the test tube also reduce 
viral load and delay progression to AIDS. 
Where available, treatment has reduced 
AIDS mortality by more than eighty 
percent. 

Patients with AIDS, regardless 
of where they live, are infected with HIV.

Debate is important on this issue. 
Treatments for HIV can be difficult and 
patients need to be informed of the 
choices they are making. While 
chemotherapy can be hard on the body, it 
has also saved many lives. The 
important thing is that we have accurate 
information so that we don’t take 
unecessary risks. 

Sincere and intelligent people who 
have been influenced by denialist ideas 
have said that they are not hearing the 
other side. It is easy to assume the 
conspiracy theory is true when the 
logical response to those claims has not 
been voiced. This is why it is important

to read the Durban Declaration and 
understand the ramifications of denying 
the problem. HIV can be prevented. 
Lives can be saved. 

There is a personal side to this issue 
as well. A friend who lives with HIV 
told me he feels insulted by those who 
tell him it’s not a virus that is making him 
sick. He has had to face those who blame 
him for his illness in the past and he 
won’t take it anymore. He is choosing to 
live in a healthy manner and knows 
better than anyone what the virus is 
doing inside him. Above all else, he 
doesn’t want to see this kind of 
information lead to anyone else 
contracting HIV.
